revoked because she refused to 
give the State Department any 
assurance she would not use it 
to travel to Cuba. 


In her case, the court said the 


department 
could revoke her 


passport because her sole pur- 
pose was to visit Cuba- a nation 
to which travel by U.S. citizens 
is restricted. 


Lynd's case was more compli- 


cated. His passport was revoked 
after he promised not to use it 
for travel to North Vietnam. But 
he refused to promise the State

tunnel in the Tehachapi 


mountains, 
which

Northern and Southern Califor- 
nia. 


Fellow workmen had tried to 


reach the men from three direc- 
tions, but feared the man might 
be trapped as long as four or 
five days. However, one team- 
digging head-on through 80 feet 
of dirt, rock and steel blocking 
the 
tunnel made rapid progress 


where a collapsed roof had form- 
ed a partial passageway. 


"No one felt we would never 


get out," said one of the trapped 
men. H.G. Harrison, a construc- 
tion Inspector for the State De- 
partment of Water Resources.

Cffcche 


For years men have 


tried to ftftd the answer to 
that oft^asked question, 
"Whence came the first 
manger scene?" Who was 
it who first gently laid the 
symbol of the Christ Child 
in a tiny rustic crib ami 
tenderly placed Mary and 


HOPE (ARK) 


Joseph on either side peer- 
ing down at Him loving- 
ly ? Was it a shepherd who 
carved the little wooden 
figures while he tended hus 
sheep or was it a devoted 
peasant who wanted to 
portray the story of the 
birth of Christ more real- 
istically and vividly to his 
young children. 


The closest link to the 


idea of the creche is to be 
found in a 
fifth-century 


stone frieze, on the walls 
of the catacombs under 
Rome. Also, there arc small 
individual 
figures 
of a 


shepherd and of Mary that 
date back to very early 
Christian art. Possibly 
these are all that remain 
from part of a creche. 


Other than these, there 


is no evidence of a com- 
plete nativity scene which 
dates any earlier than 
medieval times. 


There is far more cer- 


tainty that the first repre- 
sentation of the nativity 
scene can be connected to 
the medieval miracle pUtys 
which were performed 'in 
the churches, ftvery detail 
of the Bible story was en- 
acted, and in time it was 
expanded by various em- 
bellishments. 


Then, secular scenes and 


lines were added and the 
plays finally became so 
crude, the church decreed 
they be given outside its 
edifices.
